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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


To the Citizens of Nobleboro: 


I wish to submit the following report for the 
Municipal year of 1956-57. 3 


The new central school for which the town has 
been planning for several years has become a reality. 
The town now has a modern four-room building for 
school and community use. Most citizens will have 
had the opportunity to inspect the building by the 
time they receive this report. I am sure that all will 
be proud of the investment that the town has made 
in the future of the boys and girls of Nobleboro. 


The new Nobleboro Central School has been oc- 
cupied since January 21st. Each teacher has two grades 
and the average pupil load per teacher is approxi- 
mately twenty-five. These conditions are as near ideal 
as it is possible to have in a school of its size. 


A school building provides only the physical space 
for an educational program. The investment that you 
have made in a new school is a challenge to your 
school officials and teachers. A challenge to provide 
a better education for your boys and girls than was 
possible formerly. A sincere and conscientious effort 
will be made to provide an educational program that 
will justify your investment. 


The appropriation recommended for next year for 
the elementary school is $500 more than last year’s. 
The new school has not been occupied long enough

to tell exactly how it will affect operating costs. It 
appears now that conveyance costs will decrease un- 
der the new set-up, and that the cost of janitor service, 
fuel and electricity will increase. 


Schoolhouse insurance is a new account. The new 
building is insured for $35,000, and the contents for 
$2,000. The cost of the fire insurance this year will 
be approximately $415. The cost each year for the 
next four years of the five year policy will be 78 per 
cent of this year’s cost. 


The number of students attending high school has 
increased as well as the tuition rate. The appropri- 
ation recommended for secondary tuition is $9,700, an 
increase of $1,700 over last year. 


The usual financial and statistical information 
follows this part of the report.
